killed. At Woloezvysk. all Jewish residences and shops were phindered, 
and the Jews cruely beaten. Kight Jews and two Jewesses were killed. 


Hundreds of Jews fled to the Polish frontier, and implored the Polish 


garrison to permit them to enter Galicia. The Mayor and the Priest 


appealed to the High Command on behalf of the refugees, and thev were 
_ allowed to cross the frontier. The entire Jewish population of Woloczysk- 
fled trom the town in an almost naked state. 


ubsequently, Bolshevik

ninety Jews were killed. At Krassiloff, eigit hundred Jewesses were 
dishonoured. It is estimated that about thirty thousand Jewish refugees 
from Ukraine are stranded between the rivers Zbrucz and Strypa.

Educational Disabilities of Bukovina Jews. 
The struggle for civil equality has to be taken up anew. So far as 
Rumanian Jews are concerned, all former restrictions are, de fac/o, sti)! 
in force: offices of State are closed to them as much as ever: the entry 
into certain professions only becomes possible for a Jew by substituting 
a Rumanian dummy: antonomy in schools is being rapidly withdrawn, 
and, ere very long, the Jews of Rumania will find themselves in exactly 
the same position as they were at the beginning—after the Berlin Treaty. 
In the constituency of the former Minister, Dr. Nistor, an initial move 
was made inthe direction of nationalisation of tha schools in the Bukovina. 
At Czernowitz, a Jewish State College sprang into existence simul 
taneously with the graduai withdrawal of the German intermediat 
schools. The National (or people's) Schools were divided up aceording to. 
religions, and Jéwish directors and inspectors were about to be appointed. 
The question of the language in which instruetion was to be iniparted in 
the Jewish schools was left to the decision of the Jewish National Counci!. 
The old dispute between the “ Hebraists” and the“ Yiddishists ” was 
revived, but eventually a compromise was reached : the first form of the 
National Schools was to be instructed in the Hebrew language, while 
Yiddish was to be an additional subject. At the college a gradual withdraw 
of the German and an introduction of the Hebrew language was to tah« 
place. Inthe uppér forms, Jewish folklore was to be taught inthe Yiddis!, 
language. This decision was submitted to the Government more than 
year ago, but nothing has happened. Thedivision of the National Schools 
according to religions remained, and that is all.. Numerous deputations 
called upon the respective authorities, but all to nopurpose. The Govern 
ment helds the view that the office of school inspector may only be held 
by a Rumanian proper. Oa the other hand, the Government makes no 
secret of the fact that a ravid Rumanicisation would be welcomed 
in the interésts of the Government. Thus, in the National Schools, 10 
Jewish head-teachers. were appointed: the Teachers’ Training Institution 
was not divided up according to nationalities, and no inspectors wire 
Everything remained as of old. Oa the other hand, a whole 
series of regulations were enacted which threatened the very existen:

I remember one who was about as near to being a saint as 
any man could be. He had a warm heart, a patient ear, and an open

_ not only a liberal education but an inspiration to goodness. His views 


were broad, and what I liked about him most was his catholic conception 


of Jewry. He was as much at home in the Chassid’s Chevra asin the 


Reformer’s ornate fane with its dim, religious light. Cultured he was in 
the best sense of that word. He possessed social tact and good manners. | 


He was ready to help the poor struggling siudent both with advice and — 


money, and many are they who regard their intercourse with him as a 
green oasis in life’s dull desert.. The good man is Jong since dead, and I 
can well remember how, on the day when he was carried to his eterpal 


_ rest, there was universal mourning not only among his congregants, but

minutes, watching the while the unwilling ones depart; and whatever he 
felt within him at the sight, he uttered never a word in condemnation. 
Yet he was responsible for the mating of a good many of these very people ; 
he came to their houses, where he rejoived in their joy and comforted 
them in their sorrow ; a figure of smugness, of a man who was determined 


- to make the best of @ tolerable world. Nothing was allowed to disturb 
his sleep on Saturday afternoons. He supported any public movement 


only tothe extent to which it enjoyed the support of the great men, his 


-mateh-making. above all else... You will understand the quality of his 
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wardens; and on all occasions he ‘bleated according to their tune. 


The only things he wrote for publication were letters to the Press, 


and he rather enjoyed seeing himself in ‘print. Fat, fatuous; and 
self-satistied, his life is ene long story of taking the line of least 
resistance; and his achievements may be written on one page of a small 
diary. Yet he has harmed no man, and of enomies he has none. But 
hose who despise him are as numerous as an army of locusts. 

There is yet another I can recall; a man of parts, learning, and 
oratory, a man bedizened with academic adornments, who understands 
social problems, who helps the poor in his leisure hours, but whose whole 
life is embittered by his nursing a grievance. He is so full of his own 
importance that he honestly believes he is not adequately appreciated, 


and this thought is enough to freeze the marrow in his bones. He nurses 


this grievance tenderly; he confides it to you in a hushed whisper when 
he méets you, and he believes that his congregants are like the cattle of 
the field, who know not. and do not care about ideals and great thoughts. 
In re ality he is rather liked. He is held in honour by his brethren of the 
cleth, the younger ones among whom look to him asan example to follow ; 


while in the larger world outside the community he is always sure of a 


sympathetic reception. If only he could forget his overweening self- 
importance, if only he would be just what. God made him—a gifted 


man with a large heart and a large mind, he might. become a tower of 


strength in the community. But.then we all have our woakmesses, and 
his, after all, are not of the worst kind. 

He has.a colleague who is as self-less, as meek, and as modegt: as he 
is eaten up with his own conceit. The colleague I am. thinking of does 
not spare himsslf wherever hard work is concerned. He will go without 
anything to eat during the whole of the day, and run to the other end. of 
the world to comfort a mourner, visit a prisoner, or help a poor fellow in 
distress. The curious thing is that, as he is a willing horse, work is con-

_ A Sermon for the Week. 


RELIGIOUS CONFORMITY. 

And he charged them and said unto them, I am to be gathered unto my peanwle, 
me with my fathers.”—Genesis 29. 

As soon as men drifted into communities, they found it advisable to 
jlecide upon. certain regulations to which they would all promise to 
-onform, so that in their daily contact with each other there would be a 
nutual understanding. In this way government has. grown. All agree 
for their own protection to obey its regulations or to suffer for their dis- 
obedience. In this: way, too, has society grown. Men have gradually 


come to agree upon certain medes of condiict that they would regard 
as permissible or desirable, all based upon mutual helpfulness. By 


the members cf each nationality or ‘community cénforming to 
their self-imposed regulations and institutions, the world has 


been able to move forward and accomplish many useful things. 


_ Jacob, in the text, commands his family, who have now grown to 


the size of a nation or community, to gather him unto his people 
and to bury him with his fathers. Thus M38 3), separate Jewish 
burial, becomes a regulatich of the Jewish people which is faithfully 
observed from generation to generation and continues in force down to 
onr own day.. Anyone who declines to conform to the customs of those 
about him is put down as eccentric. He deviates from the centre of usual 


practice; he stands apart, different from others. There is no virtue in 


eccentricity for its own sake. It is right that we should conform. But 


it may also be right that we should occasionally test the practices that 
we come to fulfil mechanically, half-consciously, and see whether they 
may not be standing in the way of something better and higher. There 
must be two sides to our nature; the one side in which we gracious! y and 


obediently conform to the regulations we have inherited and under which 
we continue to live; the other, an individual side, where if a man be true 


to himself he must Iisten to the still small voice within. It is easy to. 
live a mechanical life, to drift into a rut, to become a mere creature of . 


regulations, at the merey of conformities. It is this kind of life that 


makes even the great virtues conventional. What is the meaning of 
conventional? ‘What is the distinction between 


CONVENTIONAL VIRTUE. 


and virtue? Conventional is that whichis sanctioned by usage, the accepted $4 
custom of the times. A-conventionally moral or religious person fulfils | 


the formulas and external observances that the usages of the hour are 


prepared to label as moral or religious. Some of them may be purely 
artificial, mere forms and formulas.’ Conventional virtne may change 
with the fashions. But virtue as such knows nothing of the mere human 
forms of external observance. The individual feels within himself the 


sense of right and the conviction of wrong.’ No regulation can beallowed | 
to override such a sense of right or wrong. Every human being has been. 
gifted with a mind, every human being is given the great privilege. 
-of thinking for himself. Therefore he must look into his own sonl, and 


see What that says; not be afraid of his own convictions, not look down 
upon them with mistrust, for they are the best of what he is. If the 
lesson engraved on the tablets of his heart should be something different 
from that which the people about him wou'd teach, he must obey 
the lesson of his-own~heart. ‘Incline not. after the multitude,” 


says Moses, “to do evil.” Follow not even the majority to do that which 
your heart of hearts tells youis not right. “To thine own self be true, 


andit does follow as the n'ghtthe day, thou canst not then be false to any | 


man.” We Jews point out as a fundamental difference between our 


faith and Christianity, that Christianity teaches a mediator between 


God and man-—a saviour—but that we believe in no such intermediary 
being. We believe that man himself comes in contact with his Maker. 


Practically, some of us create a mediator in another form. We do not 


try to reach God himself, but seek Him through other authorities— 


books, codes, and the teachings of third parties. Of course we must not | 


reject, such helps, for they contain the most precions experience of the 


_ ages gone by. It behoves us to sit humbly and reverently at the feet of 


‘the inspired men who have helped us to understand our hardest and 


highest lessons. But their words and the teachings they have left — 


behind ,them should not be abused and treated as something whose 
applicability to our owm needs and the needs of our present generation 
must not be enquired into. We are not doing justice to them or to our- 
selves in that way, for thereby we should be shutting out the opportunity 
for the individual to see his Maker for himself. Let us learn to pray 
with. our own héarts, and not merely with our fathers’ hearts; 
to voice our own yearning, to express the feelings that are within 
our own soul. That is true prayer. In all our past history no 
teacher was more gentle than Hillel, as far as we can build up his 


character from his teachings, whose temper no one could ruffie, whose | 


smiling geutlenéss, according to tradition, won to Israel many adherents 


from the outside world. The independence and courage of his character are — 


well expressed in his famous teaching: “If lam not for myself, who will be 
for me; Sut if lam for myself, whatalone am I? And if not now,,when?” 
When the conditions of the time demanded that the old law of the remis- 


sion of debts in the Sabbatical years, having outlived its good, should be 


revoked, Hillel bravely said, ‘‘ Revoke the law.” Those about him were 
alarmed, “ You dare not take the responsibility of such a step. - Had we 


not better conform and leave the change to a later generation?” they 


argued, Bat Hillel was no aprés moi la déluge kind of man. No,” he 
said, “If it ig right, it is right now. If not now, when?” The atti- 
tude. of so wise a man may serye as a useful lesson in similar

The PRESIDENT submitted the following ‘report of the Law ‘and 
1. Your Committee has considered the Expiring Liws Continuance Bill 
which inter alia proposes to continue for another year the powers vested in the 
Home Secretary of making Orders as regards Aliens. 

The Committee views with concern ‘the proposed continuation of legisla- 
tion against Aliens by means of Orders in Council, a procedure for which ther 
might have been an excuse in war time but for which there is no longer any 
justification, It was decided that an Ameniment should. be framed for th: 


|. purpose of omitting the provision in question from the Bill and that the same 


should be submitted to Sir-Philip Magnus, Mr. Lione! de Rothschild, Mr. J. LD. 
. Robert Armitage arid other Members of Parlia 
ment asking them to put dowuand support the Amendment in question. ‘The 
Committee has been much indebted to Mr. Kiley for the active interest he has 
taken in the Jewish aspect of this Bill. , | 

2. A reply in the megative has: been received. from the London County 
Council to the Board’s suggestion that it should reconsider its Resolution con- 
fining employment in its service to British-born. persons, thus excluding 
Naturalised British subjects. .The Committee advises that if persons come 
forward affected by the Resolution in question and as defined by Counsel in his 


opinion, the Board should support them in taking lega! proceedings to maintain 


their rights... Phe Committ e appreciates that this will involve. the Board in 


heavy expenditure; whichthe Board must. be prepared to face unless it desires 


to recede from a position deliberately taken up. The Committee does not regard 
as @ satisfactory solution of the question any willingness which the County. 
Counch may exhibit in exempting partictilar cases from the Resolution in- 


question. It is a matter of principle, and the precedent set up by the London, | 


County Council may be followed in other parts of the country. _ | :

They dared not be pusillanimous or parsimonious in the matter. 

Lord RovTHscHILD (Manchester, Great) said that while wishing to 
support Mr. Henriques in his desire to defend our undoubted rights, he 
thought they should consider a very important point. The Government 
had issned a permanent order that every person who was admitted to the 
Civil Service of the country must be in this position: that both his 
parents and grand-parents must be British-born subjects; and the 
London County Council might defend their action by saying that they 
were modelling themselves on the Government of the country, aga wee 
merely following their example.

Mr. M. DuParc hoped that the Council would not pass the recom- 


_ mendatiou. They had had a hard fight to obtain for constituent — 
_ Synagogues the right to dispose as they pleased of their final surpluses. 
This recommendation was the thin end of the wedge to deprive Boards 
of Management of their rights. 


He could not understand how Wardens

minimum, the work will condnuce to a synthetical understanding of the 
JUrammatical structure, a cumulative knowledge of the vocabulary, and a

Reader, and which will form a sure foundation for the proper study of the 
Bible, Mr. Goodman has found, as the result of many years’ experience 
of practical teaching, that the exercises can be used with success 
by children from. the age of six or seven upwards.

(1) In the course ofan article entitled “Has Judaism a Future?” 
contributed to the October number of the “Hibbert Journal,” Mr. C. G. 
Montefiore invites us to imagine that, in forty or fifty years from now, 
there are two million Jews in Palestine, and that these Jews constitute 
a Jewish nation, even a Jewish State, and that all the Christians and all 
the Mohammedans have voluntarily departed. There is the Jewish 
nation re-born ; two millions of Jews, all to themselves, in their own 


ancestral home. To begin with, argues Mr. Montefiore, they will be only 


& sixth of the total Jewish population of the world, and Mr. Montefiore 
hopes that the five-sixths will have some say and some influence in the 
devolopment of Judaism. But there is something more. When those 
two million Jews are comfortably established in Palestine, and a new 
generation grows up there, Mr. Montefiore thinks that many of them will 
soon begin to say: “Iam a Jew by nationality right enough, just as yo 
may be an Englishman ora Dane, but Ido not want a national religion 
any more than you. I want a universal religion. My religion is one 
thing, my nationality another.” Liberal Judaism may tien become the 
religion of many Palestinian Jews, who will feel united to Englishmen 
and Danes of the Jewish faith, not by belonging toa common nationality, 
but by belonging to a common faith.
